CANADIAN 
CRUISER 
TANK 


By the end of the 


many weeks 
ahead of schedule, the 
first Canadian cruiser 
tank M-3 will trundle off 
the line at the Montreal 
Locomotive Works, it has 
been announced. 


This is no ordinary tank. Bri- 
tish, Canadian and American ex- 
perts all have eentributed to its 
planning and production, and it 
is unique in muny respects. This 
first twenty-eight-ton model will 
be shipped at once to the United 
States, where crdnance officers 
are waiting to check some of the 
latest improvements. 


From the-wailst down this M-3 
is identical with tanks now being 
turned out fn the American 
Locomotive Company’s plants. 
The turret, the h®ll and the heavy 
cannon mcunting are very differ- 
ent, however. The hull, a solid 
ten-ton piece of steel, is welded 
riveted to the 
tank frame. The turret is another 
whereas in the 
United States style tank 
heaviest gun is in a fixed position 
at the side, the M-3 carries its! 
heaviest gun in the turret so that" 
it can be fired in any direction 
without turning the tank itself. 


Both Great Britain and the! 
United States have until now 
used r'veted armour plate to pod 
the hulls and turrets, and the ex- | 
neriment of using cast steel has’ 
been submitted to the severest 
tests before being adonted. 
It is asserted that it has proved 
as efficient as_ riveted plates and 
‘hat production can be enormous- 
ly expedited.

TUG-OF-WAR 


och. vs. Petain 


This is the second of a series of 
articles by the distinguished 
French dramatist, Henry Berns- 
tein, eailed by the WVichy 
governinent, 


THE sequel] to Petain'’s conduct at 

Verdun is still more serious. 
On May 15, 1917, Painleve, Min- 
ister of War, appointed him gen- 
eralissimo. The appointment was 
well received, but with some sur- 
prise. Gen. Petain was regarded 
as a high-class executive, but as 
a leader without pugnacity. Either 
Foch or Castelnau would have 
been preferred. 


But Petain, for mysterious rea- 
sons, had the support of the Right, 
which was extremely powerful 
throughout the first Workd War. 
It was the .Rightists who created 
the legend of the Hero of Verdun. 
Now, Painleve was a Leftist. While 
he was a_ distinguished scientist 
and of fine character, he was weak 
enough to fear extremely the 
“Action Francaise.” This royalist 
newspaper was edited by very 
talented writers, whose accusa- 
tions and insults arouséd a trep!- 
dation in the democrats of which 
to-day one can farm no concep- 
tion. Sree the advanéement of 
Gen. Petain thé furious attacks of 
the “Action. ‘Francdgise!’ .against 
Painleve quieted down for a time. 
Noté in passing that Maurras, the 
great man of the “Action Fran- 
caise,” is to-day Marshal Petain’s 
most influential adviser at Vichy.

“It was at Doullens that Foch, 
without any one’s permission, took 
command. I shall be grateful to 
him for that as long as I live. We 
were {n the courtyard of the town 
hall, surrounded by the frighten- 
ed populace, asking us: ‘Will the 
Germans take Doullen?’. . . The 
silence among us was suddenly 
broken by an exclamation from a 
French general (Petain, as we 
have seen) who, pointing to Haig, 
who was near by, said: 


“That man will be forced fo 
capitulate in the open field within 
a fortnight, and we'll be lucky }f 
we are not forced to do the same.’ 

“That speech from the mouth of 
an expert was not calculated to 
strengthen the confidence which 
we wanted at all costs to main- 
tain.

He says that his relations * ‘with 
Petain are good, that Petain§ ts 
perfect at carrying out orders, but 
that he recotls before respon- 
sibility, and cannot take conf- 
mand.” , 

Let us end with these lines of 
Poincare. They have a_ tragic 
sound. 

“Loucheur is very dissatisfigd 
with Petain, whom he finds com- 
pletely defeatist, and who told him 
several days ago: ‘We must broach 
the discussion of peace terms,’ On 
the strength of this, Louchedr 
consulted Foch, who told him, ‘It 
is madness!’ . Foch believes 
the enemy can be stopped.” 


And it was stopned, and the 
soldiers of France and England 
and America were able to win the 
great war instead of being con- 
quered and destroyed; and Mar- 
shal Petuin was unable, until 
June, 1940, to sign the armistice 
which he advocated in March, 
1018,

“After the second day we didn't 
feel hungry,” the pilot said. 

“What we wanted was water.

“After three days we cut. the 
water down to a tablespoonful a 
day, and on the seventh day our 
ration only just wet the bottom 
of the lid. 

“We were — beginning 
very thirsty by then.

Foch vs, Petain 


This is the second of a series of 
articles by the  distingnished 
French dramatist, Henry Berns- 
tein, exiled by the Vichy 
government, 


THE sequcl to Petain’s conduct at 

Verdun js still more serious. 
On May 15, 1917, Painleve, Min- 
ister of War, appointed him gen- 
eralissimo, The appointment was 
well received, but with some sur- 
prise. Gen, Petain was regarded 
as a high-class executive, but as 
a leader without pugnacity. Either 
Foch or Castelnau would have 
been preferred. 


But Petain, for mysterious rea- 
sons, had the support of the Right, 
which was extremely powerful 
throughout the first World War. 
It was the. Rightists who created 
the legend of the Hero of Verdun. 
Now, Painjeve was a Leftist. While 
he was a distinguished scientist 
and of fine character, he was weak 
encugh to fear extremely the 
“Action Francaise.” This royalist 
newspaper was edited by very 
talented writers, whose accusa- 
tions and insults aroused a trepi- 
dation in the democrats of which 
to-day one can form no concep- 
tion. _ After the advancement of 
Gen. Petain the furious attacks of 
the “Action Francaise” against 
Painleve quieted down for a time. 
Noté in passing that Maurras, the 
great man of the “Action Fran- 
caise,” is to~day Marshal Petain’s 
most influential paving at Vichy. 


On March 21, 1918, after an 
artillery attack with 6,000 heavy 
guns, Ludendorfft began, all along 
the English front, the heaviest 
offensive of the war. The effect 
.was terrific. The British Army 
was forced batk and a few days 
later the Germans had advanced 
nearly forty miles, threatening 
Amiens, a vital spot.

E sequel! to Petain'’s conduct at 
Verdun is still more serious. 
On May 15, 1917, Painleve, Min- 
ister of War, appointed him gen- 
eralissimo, The appointment wits 
well received, but with some sur- 
prise. Gen, Petain was regurded 
as a high-class executive, but as 
au Jeader without pugnacity. Either 
Foch or Castelnau would have 
been preferred. 


But Petain, for mysterious rea- 
sons, had the support of the Right, 
which wus extremely powerful 
throughout the first World War. 
It was the. Rightists who created 
the legend of the Hero of Verdun, 
Now, Painleve was a Leftist. While 
he was a_ distinguished scientist 
and of fine character, he was weak 
rnvugh to fear extremely the 
“Action Francaise.” This royalist 
newspaper was edited by very 
talented writers, whose accusa~ 
tions and insults aroused .a trepi- 
dation in the democrats of which 
to-day one can form no concep- 
tion, After the advancement of 
Gen. Petain the furious attacks of 
the “Action Francaise” against 
Painleve quieted down for a time. 
Note in passing that Maurras, the 
great man of the “Action Fran- 
caise,” is to-day Marshal Petain's 
most influential adviser at Vichy.

The German Consul- 
General at San Francisco, 
Fritz Wiedmann, and the 
German Consul-General 
in New York, Johannes 
Borchers, missed their 
boat to Japan yesterday 
rather than risk being 
seized at sea by the Bri- 


tish. 

They stood by the telephone un- 
til almost the last minute before 
the Japanese steamer, Yawata 
Maru, gailed but the orders that 
they awaited did not come. 

“It all depends upon our safe 
passage as to when we leave,” a 
Consulate official said. “We un- 
derstand the State Department is 
negotiating with the British on 
the matter.” 

Mr. Sumner Welles announced 
on Saturday that Britain had 
guaranteed safe conduct to Axis 
consular officials travelling from 
New York to Lisbon in the stearm- 
er West Point but not to those g0- 
ing home via Japan.—Reuter,
